had been destroyed upon Mr. Ha a ckcs’ 
order shortly a fter the pools dissolved 
in 1909, but that through the fa ilure of 
someone to ca rry out his orders tlm 
papers in the Worcester office were 
not, and hence the government got 
hold of them at the time it began its 
prosecution a yea r ago. 
It was these 
papers which Mr. Ba a ckes said that he 
had told his subordinates to destroy 
last fall beca use, he said, he supposed 
the

them. 
From both Mr. Ba a ckes and George 
A. Cragin. the a ssista nt sales ma na 
ger, who preceded 
Ba a ckes 
on

stand, the government lawyers tried 
to get testimony showing that the off!

knowledge of the pools in which its 
subsidiary was participating, but noth­ 
ing ca me out to show this, the wit

destruction of the papers to Harry A 
Whitnev. though

E, Colton, for the government, tirst at 
tempted to draw out facts from him 
concerning the forma tion of the Amer

Gates, Judge Ga ry and others men 
tinned at the time 
” 1 was not big enough,” he said

letter addressed 
to Ga tes and Gary 
was read, 
it was dated Feb. 26. 1898, 
and was signed by C. H
